Sm :^— In fulfillment of a duty imposed upon the Auditor General, 
by Act No. 161, Laws of 1851, I respectfully submit to you the 
following 

KEPORT: 

The financial condition of the State is in a high degree prosperous 
and encouraging. Her vast resources are being developed more 
rapidly than at any former period ; and the embarrassments under 
which she so long labored, have ceased to retard her proeperity. 

The receipts of the Treasury from a11 resources, during the fiscal 

year ending Nov. 30th, 1855, amounted to $588,896 93 

There was in the Treasury at the close of the preced- 
ing fiscal year, 562,866 10 

Making the available means for the last fiscal year 1,141,253 03 

The expenditures during the same period amounted to 624,777 88 
Leaving in the Treasury, Nov. 30th, 1865 516,475 15 

The aggregate of expenditures has been greatly increased, by the 
liberal appropriations made by the Legislature to the Asylums, House 
1 
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of Correction for Juvenile Offenders, Agricultural School, University, 
and the State Prison ; as well as by the unusual allowances made by 
the late Board of State Auditors, during the first month of the past 
fiscal year. * 

In accordance with an Ac^ «f i]|(^ last Legislature, there has been 
surrendered the sum of two millions three hundred and nineteen thou- 
sand dollars, ($2,319,000) of the part paid, or unrecognized five million 
loan bonds, which have been properly adjusted as required by law. 

There are now outstandisg of this class of bonds three hundred and 
sixty-four tfaouaaiftd^ dollars, (|3#4»000)| butAs iiilei^.'on them has 
ceased, their immediate surrender may be confidently anticipated. 

The total amount of State indebtedness (including the unadjusted 
bonds at their fixed value) is two millions thvee hundred and eighty-nine 
thousand nine hundred and fifty-eight dollars and seventy-three cents, 
($2,389,958 73.) The interest on this indebtedness at six per cent, 
the nite fixed; by laiw, wjli noount to odoj hoDdred and forty^three thou- 
sand three hundred and ninety-seven dollars and fifty-two cents, ($143,- 
S97 52,) payable semi-annually in the city of New- York. 

The large surplus in the Treasury, with the income from specific 
taxes, and the sale of State lands, it is believed will be found sufficient 
to defray the ordinary expenses of the government, and meet promptly 
the interest on the public debt, and so much of the principal as matures 
previous to 1860. 

The tables annexed to this Report, exhibit very fully the condition of 
the several funds, Mid the character and amoont of the receipts and ex- 
penditures during the past year; and'as no legislation can be had before 
the close of another fiscal year, I have not deemed it expedient to dis- 
cuss the propriety of cbai^ng the existing tax laws, or advise any 
modification thereof. Our system of taxes has been of slow growth. 
It has been gradually developed under the auspices of my predecessors^ 
and the watchful care of the Legislature, and I desire to avail myself 
of all the facilities which another years' experience may confer, before 
attempting to point out the few remaining defects with which it is prob- 
ably chargeable.

eioeiB actually happened, I have not been aUe to diaoorer. 

The secret still remains in the breast of the person, or persons who 

occasioned it That it is a direct and gross fraud upon the bill holdeiBy 

IS of course plain to every one. 
There appears to be but four hypotheses upon which to account for 

the ezc6s%: 

1. That it was produced by extensive forgeriei of the bills of the 
Bank; L e., the counterfeiting of the signature of its President, aa well 
as the State Treasurer, (or his deputy,) who was required to countersign 
eachbilL 

iA. That the State Treasurer countersigned and delivered to the 
Bank, bills over and above the amount of Qovemment Stocks in his 
possession. 

dd. That the late Treasurer parted with the Government Stocks de- 
posited with him, and did not return the same,or their equivalent to the 
State Treasury. 

4. That the redeemed bills of the Bank were surrepUtionsly re-issued 
by somebody who had access to them at the State Treasury. 

Pardon me for saying a word upon each of these theories. 

1. As to the supposition of forgery. Among the whole amount of 
these bills returned to the Treasuiy since the notice published by you 
calling them in, only two bills, each for five doUars, have been con- 
drained as counterfeit 

Mr. J. C. Bailey, the late Deputy Treasurer, by whom they purported 
to be countersigned, alledged, as I am informed, that his signature thereto 
was forged. In May hut I visited the city of New- York and presented 
one of these bills to the engraver who made the plate. He assured me 
that the impression was genuine. I then showed the same bill to a Mr. 
F. S; Johnson, who informed me that he, Johnson, signed the name of- E. 
R. Ttemain, the President of the Bank, to this bill, under a power of 
attorney from Mr. Tremain; that Mr. Bailey's countersignature thereto 
was genuine; that he (J.) had signed for Mr. Tremain under said pow- 
« of attorney about $300^000 of the bills of the bank, but that he never 
aigiied one that did not come to him in a package of sheets under Mr. 
Bkdley's i>iivate seal, each bill bearing the counter-signature of Mr. Bai- 
4ijr as Deputy Treasurer. 
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Tbe bill I «Khibited to Mr. John^n was ptonounoed by several otibar 
penons aoquainted with Mr. Bailey's bandwritutg^ to be geiraine. The 
odier bill alleged to be cotmterfeit oould not be distingaished from this. 
I am satisfied that both are genuine* 

3. As to the hypothesb that the State Treasurer or his Deputy 
countersigned and delivered to the Bank a greater amount of bills than 
he had of government stocks on hand to redeem them : 

The evidence against this supposition k found in Mr. Whittemore's 
deposition, taken on oath before the Special Committee of the Senate on 
the 18th of January last, in which he says: ^Whenever I oountosigned 
any notes, the government stocks were in the State Treasury for every 
IdoUar counters^ed, and there were never iasued any notes to my 
knowledge or belief for whicH I had not on hand doUar for dollar to re- 
present and secure them, ezc^t on the occasion when I issued bills upon 
the demand of the Bank and the written opinion of the Attorney Gene- 
ral, [at] nine per cent premium upon the stock securities, which at the 
time was the nouirket value in New York city; and also with the fol- 
lowing exception." Mr. W. then states that he countersigned for the Bank 
$7,000, to supply the place of the same amount of bills alleged to have 
belonged to the Metropolitan Bank, and to have been lost in the wreck 
of the steamer Atlantic on Lake Erie on the 20th of August^ 1852. 

Mr. Bafley swore before the same committee that '^he had no reason 
to belieye that there was an over-issue of the bills of the Government 
Stock Bank," and that «Mr. Belknap [the sole stockholder of the bank,] 
neyer asked hnn for any circulating notes for which he had not given 
proper securify." If this testimony of the late Treasurer, and Mr. Bai- 
ley, his deputy, be true, the second thecNj would seem to be untenable. 

3. As to the hypothesis that the Treasurer parted with the govern- 
ment stocks without restoring them or their equivalent to the Treasuiy : 

I have been unable to discover any proof of thiB.^Mr. Whittemore, 
who was State Treasurer during the period the Bank was in operation, 
on his oath doiied the fact Mr. Bailey, his deputy, also states on hk 
oath that ''during most of the year 1862 and during a part of 1851, 
some of the stodn deposited by the Bank and some of the time all of 
them, were oat of the State Treasurer's office, taken out by Mr. Whitte- 
moi^ TreaBiiier,aod deposited a greater part of the time with the Phes- 
aiz Bank of New York cify, where theywere exchanged with Bdwaid 
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Belknap for mutilated bilk of the Govemment Stock Bank; and that 
during the M of 1862 said stocks were all returned to the State Tiea- 
Burer^s office, except what were so exchanged, and that after that time 
all such exchanges were made at the office and not at any other plaoe." 

If these statements be correct, there seems to be no ground for the 
supposition that the deficit was occasioned by the appropriati(m of the 
stocks to any purpose but the redemption of the circulation. 

If any of them were perverted to any other object, it is probable that 
as they belonged to Mr. Belknap^ he would know the fact Yet it is 
proper to say, without expressing any opinion touching his conduct in any 
other respect in conneetion with the Bank, that he has denied upon oath 
«that any of the stocks were ever received by him directly or indirectly, ' 
or by any other person for him, fr<»n Mr. Whittemore or Mr. Bailey, 
except upon the surrender of an equal amount of bills countersigned 
and issued upon them according to law, or in exchange for such other 
stocks as were authorized by the charter." 

I will here add a word relative to the " Bockus Cheeks,'^ found by 
the Receiver in the possession of the Bank in January last The amount 
of these paid checks was, as he mformed me, $945. 

Mr. Tremain, the late President of the Bank, informs me that this 
Mr. J. Bockus deposited $1,000 in the Bank, and had, at the time of 
its fiulure, drawn out on those checks that amount, less 155. 

4. As to the bills of the Bank, once redeemed by it, being re-iismd 
at the Treasury office : 

As to this mode of accounting for the deficit, I shall simply and 
briefly state the material facts that have come to my knowledge, not 
deeming it requisite, perhaps not even proper at the present time, to in- 
timate any opinion. The facts then are these: 

Mr. Whittemore swears that it was the practice of the Bank to send 
its retired (redeen^) notes to his office, on the delivery whereof he is- 
sued, to it new bills to an equal amount, counting them only by vthe 
** straps;^ or that he surrendered stocks to the same amount: — ^That 
these retired bills were kept on hand for various periods of time and in 
divers amounts, in the Treasuiy vault, in trunks and boxes that weie» as 
he presumee^ not locleedy and accessible whenever any person entered the 
vault; that from July, 1850, these old notes weie principally burned 
under the supervision of Mr. Bailey, his Deputy. 
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Mr. Bmkj swears that he k of (^inkm that the mutilated (redeemed) 
'bills of the Bank, to an amount between $200,000 and $400,000, were 
returned to the Treasurer's office, and new bilk issued in lieu thereof; 
that they were mostly burned in his presence; that they were kept in 
the Treasurer's vault, usually in a trunk or box, in packages a& received, 
were sometimes kept on hand for two or three months. They were ac- 
cessible to the clerks in the office and other persons who might happen 
to enter the vault, although no persons but clerks were permitted to en- 
ter, except in presence of the clerks; that when they were brought to- 
the Treasury he did not count them before delivering new bills in their 
stead — always counted them afterwards, and if any error was discovered 
the Bank rectified it. 

I have myself conversed with three persons who acted as messengers 
of the Bank in carrying the retired bills from Ann Arbor to Lansing, 
who all concur in the statement that they went into the Treasury vault, 
and saw there from time to time large masses of its bills, some in a trunks 
some lying loosely in an old candle box, some on shelves and iome in 
pigeon holes, accessible to any person entering; that they called Mr. 
BaUeyh particular attention to the danger of leaving them in such a 
condition, but that he m^inifested indifference, and replied that it was 
no concern of his. Mr. Fleming, a President of the Bank in 1854, 
informs me that on hearing of these facts from a messenger he had 
sent with a quantity of retired bills, he immediately resigned his post. 

Such is the information I have been able to obtain respecting the 
deficit 

If the facts stated under the 4th head seem to furnish the most natu- 
ral and probable solution of the question how this deficit was occa- 
sioned, it seems equally probable tiiat few persons (if more than one) 
could have possessed the secret. Had many participated in it, some 
would ere this have disclosed it Let the guilty party, whoever he is, 
repose with it if he can. 

I add in conclusion, what must be obvions to every one, that the of- 
Qcen of the Bank were guihy of the grossest and most unaccountable 
neglect, not only of the interests of the Bank, but of their 0¥ni duty in 
not seeing to it, that all the retired bilk were destroyed in their 
presence, or in the presence and under the immediate peraonal obaerva- 
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tion of agents by tliem duly appointed, aa well aa the Treaaurer and 
bia Clerks.

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PKDIART SCHOOL LANDS. 

The quantity of these lands sold daring the last fiscal year, Is 
29,371.30 acres, amounting to 1117,651 01, and is considerably leia 
than the sales of 1854. 

• The principal part of the unsold school lands being now situate kk 
the newly settled counties, the large amount of United States lands slilL 
unsdd and in market, at considerable less prices, and the fiicilities af- 
forded to settlers by the graduation act of Congress, have doubtlen 
aflSsoted nnfiivofably the rapid sale of these lands the past year. 

The constant extension of actual settlement, that is taking {dace in 
the more sparsely settled ooonties, as well as in the more remote dis^ 
tricts of the State, opening up as it does the rich natural advantif^ 
that are there found so bounteously bestowed, must soon be evidenioed. 
jn the increased value and corresponding demand f(»r these knds. ViBBf 
of these lands are valuable for the pine and other timber, and in soine^ 
instances purchases and part payments have been nude, with the view 
of securing the valuable timber, and the land sabseqnently fbrfrited Uk 
the State. 

Where lands are known to be chiefly valuable for the timber, I luiv» 
required bonds with sureties from tlie purchaser, for compliance wifii 
dieccmtract; yet as the interest only is made due annnalty by the IsMlis. 
of the certificate, the injury resulting to the State fh)m such forfeitors,, 
ean only be provided for by authorizing a discretion to be exercised in, 
this Ofllce at the time of sale, as to the pnqmtion of purchase mimey - 
{hen to be paid. 

Under act No. 153, of the lart sessi^a, which provides for the pay-, 
ment to county treasurers of principal and interest on any of the trasl 
fbnd knds, sevnal county treasurers filed the bonds required by said 
act A copy of the act, together with blank bonds, receipts and direc- 
tions, was immediately transmitted to the several county treasurers. 

The late period of the passage of the law, whOe it debarred this office 
from the preparation of the required statements of accounts, in time to 
be of service the present year, doubtless prevented Treasurers in oiher 
Counties from complying with its proviuons. 

The annual payments of interest being principally made in the 
months of March and April, the preparation of the required transcripts

of all aocounts for the use of the Treasurers at that time, invoking as it 
4oe8 the careful computation of the interest upon accounts now more 
than ten thousand in number, which can only be done advantageously 
except daring the months immediately preceding the time required for 
transmission of the statements, devolves upon this office a large amount 
<^ additional labor. 

While the flKiilities afforded by this law for the payment of interest 

>ia,tb6 Counties, may in ^me instances prove a oonvenienoe to por- 

-^ chasers of State lands, yet the increased liability to errors^ both in the 
County and State offices, which the utmost care cannot avoid, as well 
9f ,it^ uncertainty and embarrassing delays that are attendant upon tbe 

' fjffttem, have been heretofore alladed to by several of my predeceasoiBi 

'ip t)iL«r oonoments upon the simnlar act of 1849, and it is conudpred 
tifi^ there is no less occasion for sioiilar remark in the practicid opera-

Seoeipte of interest in several Counties, having been made by the 

' TPifPKaWj until the day advertised fi>r the sak.of forfiuted lands, re- 
turns of which receipts are not required by the kw to be made uiktil 
(ii^^sucoeedii^ month, it was found impossible upon the day of vile to 
^^rmine ^hat forfeited descriptions were then liable to sale ; and the 
8|me were therefore offered, subject to the conditbn of such contingen- 
cy. Some amendment of the law in this particular, as well as in the 
pefuU siun to be fixed in tbe bonds, which now is required to b^

Pifficulties have been experienced in the collection of taxes on School 
ai)4 pniversity Lands, and misunderstanding has existed with some 
County Officers, in reference to the collection and return of taxes on 
such lands. Under the provisions of Act No. 86 of 1853, statements 

^ of the delinquent taxes upon such lands, are made returnable from the 
County Treasurers to this office. Some modification of the law, trans- 
ferring the returns and collection of such taxes to the office of the Au- 
ditor General, as the proper Department, and providing for an official 
return to be made to this office at a date prior to the time of advertising 
the sale of forfeited lands, of the lands on which taxes are then legally 
due, would ensure more certainty and uniformity in the collection thereof. 
Statement A exhibits the comparative annual sales of these lands.

F<»r several years past, suit has been pending in ihe State of Ohio for 
the rcicovery of a tract of 44.68 acres, at Toledo, claimed adversely to 
the Slate by a pre-emption daimant. ^ 

The daim of the State having been decided adversely, suit was 
pendii^ on appeal. 

By the advioe of the Attorney General, the interest of the State in 
this lot of land was bM in Jane last, to a purchaser in Ohio, for tiie 
tnni of 91,000, with the express understanding that the sale should 
towithout reeoune upon the State for any damages arising from fidhire 
of title. •

SWAMP LA«ID8. 

Patents not having been received during the past year at this office 
for the lands embraced in the lists heretofore received from the Depaitr 
ment at Washington of swamp and overflowed lands, granted to this 
State by the act of Congress of September 28th, 1850, no sales or pub- 
lic offering of this class of lands have been made. 

The patents heretofore received, embrace the lands of that descriptim 
located in the Detroit, Genevee, aad Kalamazoo land districts. These 
2 
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patents we have carefully compared with the lists, and made the proper 
enlrieB apon the plaU and tract books in this office. Many descrq^ions 
contained in the lists ci these lands, were erroneously sold at the dif- 
erentland olEBoes of the United States, subsequent to the date of the 
grant to this State, and such sales were afterwards directed by the 
Department at Washington to be cancelled, and the purchase nscmay 
or warrants to be refunded to the pufohaaeit, on return of their dnplioirteB. 

In many cases such duplicates hftve been returned by the pnrohaaeai^ 
and under the provisions of Act No. 76 <tf the Iiegislaturerftl^s States 
apinofed Feb. 14^ 1868, and of Act No. 166, q>proved Feb. 13^ 18M, 
(being Acts ''for the Belief of PuitshMsrs of and Settleii oa Smmaof 
Land,'*) many of such pwchaseis and pre-emption daimants haifa ikd 
in this office the evidence required by said acts, to entitle them tp pni^ 
chase of the State at the rale pieaeribed in said aot% fi&; one doUar 
and twenty-five cmts per acre. 

Upon examination of the patents, so fiff as received, we find that audi 
descriptioDi so erroneously soU by the United Staler have beeft 6mit' 
ted firom the patents, and this c&ob has therefore as yet been unable to 
codfirm the title of these purchasers, or to authorise the issue <^ pif^nts 
to thism from the proper State D^tartment 

In those cases where the evidence of pre-empticm claimants has been 
duly made as provided by said aot% and the land chimed has been 
Ibund to be embraoed in the Patents thus &r received, certificatee of 
sale have been issued accordingly. 

Anaotof Oot^preas qqnoved Karoh 2, 1855, entitled ''An act for the 
rsUef of purchasers and k)catot8 of swanp and overflowed Lands,'' d^Eected 
that Patents should be issued by the President es jwm as praetk^ble» 
to the purchasers or locatcfts of lands so enooeous^ sold, who had 
made entries of the same prior to the issue of Patents to the State; and 
providing that no Patent shall be issued by the President in caaea 
where the State to whom the land is granted, had sold or disposed of 
the same to any individual, prior to the date of the sale by the United 
States, until the State shall release its daim thereto. 

It is also provided in the second section of said act of Congress, that 
upon due proof by the authoriied Agent of the State before the CkHon* 
missioner of General Land Ofilce, that any of the lands purehaaed 
were "swamp lands," within the true intent and meaning of the grant,.

the pufehase money thall be paid over to the Slate; or where said par- 
chmm have been made with warrants or Mnp, the State shall be au- 
thorized to loeate a Kke quantity upon any of the public Urnds, liable to 
ttitry at one dollar and twenty-five cents per acre. 

A list of the^saka of swampland by the State, was prepared, and as 
required by said Act, duly tnmnnitted to the Department at WMhing- 
ton, and • companaon made as to such conflicting sales. 

The dui^ieates of purchase originally issued by the U. 8. Land Of- 
torn, for the enreoeoas sales made subsequent to the dale of the grant 
lo the Slate, havhig been in most cases recalled and cancelled, and the 
cottveyaaoe of such lands to the State havrog been uniformly omitted 
from the Ptitetili^ it has been a canae ci modi veiatioQand deb^ to 
eoflheliifanants in purraing Mie necessary steps to obtain their title. 

This StiAe haWng, by the ad appiofed Juw 28, IMI, accepted the 
grant upon the basis of the notes of the surreys on ffle in the Surveyor 
Genersl^ OAce^ I mlif ndvised by lettsr from the Commissioner of the 
Ctonerri Land Offlee, Aatno fbitiber pioof will be eDosidersd neosssary 
in detohnhdng the dkaraefeer of the tends granted. 

This ofllce was notified in Febmaiy lart, by letter from the Commli- 
aioner of the General Land Office, of the re*tnrvey by the General 
Oovemment of considerable tracts of land, embraced in the listt of 
swamp tend^ induding several townships in the aoithem pari of the 
flliAe^ dtuato prinoipdly in the Ionia Und Dktrict, and the saase hnve 
been, as directed, marked as suqiended en our booha. 

InfcnBatieB has aiso been received from Ike Surveyor General's De- 
p a stmeni , that re-surveyt of a laige number of townships in wUsb 
iihmip tends are indnded, in the noitfiem past of theiStnte, have been 
In |MngrssB the past seeson. 

Whether any material diflerenoe in Ike quantity of tend enuring to 
the Stato under the Act of Oongress, will be efiscted l^ such reniurveys, 
oannoi aa yet be ascertained. 

The Lsgjstelnre having fiuled to perftot n tew, or to make any fur-

Some further tegistetive action upon this subject is certainly desim-

without competition from actual settlers, obtain them in most cases at 
tibw ipiumum price. 

Tbtae bmds may bo ipade of immense and permanent ad vantafs; 
not for the purpoaea of drainage aimply, in full accordance with the 
trpa intent of ihe grant, but also for other valuable objects to the State^ 
ifmaiu^ with suitable deliberatM)n and discretion, unbiaawd by any 
sjniater or local considerations. 

Ab this ^reat interest can in no sense be deemed a party ques- 
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tioDt oooiidtnilaoiii of tlii ohiraeter ahould not be suffined to prajudioe 
the gnnti or the lotiMto of the State. 

Whatever viaw may be tak«i ae to the diapoeitioQ of the afaila of 
these landi, it would seem to be the height of folly to hastily Mtte 
them away for a tafle, into the handa of large paichasef% in advance of 
•ettkmeBt, who would in most caaea neither improve them, nor aUow 
olbsia to do so» on any l e ae o p ab le terms, perhaps for many yearn io 
eome.

Asset lands situate in Detroit and Flint, apprabed at the sum of $20,- 
416 66, heretofore erroneouslj sold without a compliance with the law 
requiring their appraisal and offering at public auction, I have within 
the last year caused to be properly appraised, and the same will soon be 
offered at public sale,purBunnt to law and puUic advertisement 

I have also caused appraisal to be made of certain lots in the village of 
Fentonville, heretofore received in settlement of the oiaim of the State 
agatnst A. St Amand, which will also soon be oflfered at public sale. 

During the year I have adjusted neariy all the conflicting daims that 
hav^ been undetermined in this office, for erroneous sales of the same 
lands in past years to diftrent persons. 

In the adjustment of thoM conflicting dauns, I have endeav<»ed to 
obs^re a carefiil and scrupulous regard to the legal and equitable rights 
<rf the parties. 

During several years previous to 1840, loans of school moneys to a 
large amount were OMde to different individuals and corpcHrations by the 
Supmintendent of Public Instruction, under the then exkting provisions 
of law authorizing the same. In many cases the securities received on 
such loans have proved deficient and worthless. 

A portion of these loans were made upon real estate security in the 
county of Calhoun, which has proved entirely inadequate to liquidate 
the debtdue to the, State. 

A part of these securities, being mortgages prindpally upon lots in 
the village of Marshall, have been in process of foredosuie the past year, 
and I have caused the pn^ierty to be purdiased f<»: the State. Other 
mortgage securities, the titles to which are as yet unsettled, have been 
j^aoed in the proper hands for examination, and their collection will, if 
pomUe, be effected.

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ANNUAL REPORT of the Attorney General 
for 1865. 

Attorney General's Office, ) 
Lansing, January j 1856. ) 

To His Excellency y Kinsley S. Bingham, Governor: 

Sir: — I respectfully submit my Report for the year 1855, as required 
by Act No. 161, of the Session Laws of 1851. 

Not havlDg received the official register of the actions at law prose- 
cuted or defended by my predecessors, I can only report upon such ca- 
ses pending when I entered upon office, as have casually come to my 
knowledge. 

I found the following cases institnted by niy immediate predecessor: 
1st An information in the nature of a quo warranto against the 
River Raisin and Grand River Railroad Company, commenced 
December 2l8t, 1854. 

The cause of forfeiture, as alleged in the pleadings, is the neglect of 
the company to commence and build its road as required by the 3d and 
4th sections of the charter of April 22d, 1885. 

The company have pleaded performance, and also a release from the 
<X)ndition by the State; and, as a release^ they set up the fact that the 
1 
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old Boaid of Inlenial Improvement forcibly entered upon and occupied 
their surveyed route, and located upon it the Southern Bailroad. 

The case is at issue ; and the issue is sent down to be tried by the 
Circuit Court for the county of Lenawee. 

2d. An information against the Bank of Washtenaw, commenced 
December 21, 1854, for refusing to redeem its circulating notes. 

Owing to the difficulty of obtaining due service of process, no issue 
has as yet been made up in the case. 

3d. An information against the Erie and Kalamazoo Railroad 
JBankf commenced at the same time, for refusing to redeem its circula- 
tion. Issue IB also made up this case. (For the chofter, see Session 
Laws of 1835,;?. 146. J 

4ih. An information against the Bank of Tecumseh, commenced at 
the same time and for the same cause. This case is still pending. 

The corporate existence of the Bank depends upon that of the Miver 
Raisin and Grand River Railroad Company, the charter of the latter 
company simply authorizing its stockholders to *' establish a Bank at 
Tecumseh," with the usual banking powers. The Bank has no sepa- 
rate existence; and by the terms of the charter, these powers were to 
cease and become null, unless the stockholders should, by the first Mon- 
day of September, 1840, put in operation ten miles of their Railroad,, 
which they failed to do. {For their charter see Session Laws 1835^ 
p. h of the special session,) 

The following cases have arisen since I entered upon office : 

In January, 1855, D. Bethune Duffield, Esq., of Detoit, the holder 
of the circulating bills of the Government Stock Bank, at Ann Arbor, 
to the amount of $2,35^ 75, applied to the Supreme Court for a manr 
damns against the State Treasurer to compel him to pay the whole amount. 
The Treasurer's answer to the application showed to the satisfaction of the 
Court the existence of a large deficiency in the amount of the proceeds^ 
of the stock securities sold by his immediate predecessor, to redeem tbe^ 
circulation of the Bank, and consequently the Court directed him to pay 
the relator pro rata; and a peremptory mandamiis to that effect wa& 
ordered. 

Feeling it my duty to ascertain, so far as practicable, the causes of 
that deficiency, and to bring the o&nding parties when discovered to 
justice, I have used my best efiEbrts to that end; and, «n the request of 
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ibid State Treasurer, addreased to him on the I5ih of December laal^ a 
m letter containing a brief exposition of the facts I bad gathered. The 
ktter aooonipaDies his late ofiScial report I take the liberty to add 
that the evils inflicted upon the community by the failure of that Bank 
and the large deficit in its stock fund, suggests the absolute necessity of 
the enactment of some further statutory provisions guarding the rights 
of the creditors of Stock Banks; carefully defining the duties of the 
State Treasurer as trustee of Uie fund, granting him an adequate com- 
pensation for his services as such trustee, to be paid by the Banks, and 
making him and his sureties liable to such creditors for any violation of 
his duties. At present, the conditi(»s of his official bond do not em- 
brace the duties imposed upon him as such trustee ; and creditors will 
not, and I think ought not to be content until he and his sureties are 
made legally liable to them for any violation or neglect of duty by 
which Uiey suffer loss. 

Provisions ought also to be made touching the destruction of the 
redeemed bills of the Stock Banks. Certain officers of the Banks 
ought, in conjunction with ihe State Treasurer or his Deputy, to attest^ 
on oath, the actual destruction by fire or otherwise of such bills, when- 
ever stocks are withdrawn upon their surrender to ihe State Treasurer; 
and severe penalties ought to be enacted against the re-issue of such 
bills. At present there is no penalty affiled to sudi a re-issue, a deficit 
in our penal code which I regard as most serious. 

That Banks are demanded by the necessities of trade, is a truism* 
The real mterests of commerce require prompt paymenti, and any delayi 
whether by Banks or individuals, is injurious to that great interest 

While Banks are perfectly solvent, able and ready to redeem their 
liabilities in specie, and honestly and wisely conducted, their paper is the 
life blood of business, and community respect them ; but where these 
elements are wanting they are the scourge of honest men, and are in 
fact, in a moral point of view, no better than gambling houses. 

Perhaps no State has suffered more than Michigan from an irredeem- 
able paper currency. Of the multitude of Banks heretofore created by 
special charters, numbering some forty and scattered over' the State, all 
I believe, with a single exception, turned out to be insolvent and inflicted 
heavy losses upon the public; and all the Banks, numbering about fifty, 
organized under the general banking acts of 1887 and 1838, without a 
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single ezoeptioD, fkiled and left Urge amounts of indebtedness unpaid 
and unprovided for. 

The actual losses which the people have sustained in consequence of 
Aese numerous and shameful failures is estimated by millions upon 
millions; and it ought to impress them with the conviction that the 
banking interest is entitled to no peculiar favor or encouragement, and 
with the practical determined purpose not to create or extend it, unless 
subject to such rigorous rules as will give perfect protection to every 
honest creditor. Rather than insolvent paper money, better have none. 
Our laws send to the penitentiary the man who hj false pretences de- 
frauds his neighbor of a shilling. How is it that a banking corpora- 
tion is less guilty when it issues its evidences of debt to the amount of 
Uiousands, to an unsuspectmg customer, knowing that it is or will be 
utterly unable to redeem them ? 

On the 3l8t of August last, I filed an information in the Supreme 
Court on the relation of Frederic Fowler and George Underwood, 
against the individuals who claim to be Directors of the ERlUdale and 
Indiana Plank Road Company^ on the ground that the articles of 
association of the Company are informal and void. The case is still 
pending. 

On the 14th of September, I filed an information in the same Court 
on the relation of Charles S. Shepherd, against the Battle Creek and 
Hastings Plank Road Company^ for a violation of its charter, (the 
general plank road acts of 1848 and 1853,) on the ground that the 
Company had suffered the roads to remain out of repair. This case is 
also still pending. 

Under joint resolution No. 28, passed at the session of ] 855, 1 was 
instructed to institute proceedings to procure for the State the possession 
and benefit of lots 1, 3 and 4, of fractional section 25, in town 7 north 
of range 12 west, in the city of Grand Rapids, (being State Building 
Lands,) provided I should deem the title of the State valid in law and 
equity. 

In obedience to this resolution, I have made a careful examination 
of the title of the State to the lots in question, but have been forced to 
come to the conclusion that the State has no title whatever thereto in 
law or equity. 

My views upon the whole subject may be found in my report to the 
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Commissioner of the State Land Office, dated the 16th of Oct, last; 
and a synopsis thereof in my letter to your Excellency, dated the 19th 
of the same month, expressing the opinion that the State is entitled to 
receive other lands from the United States, to make good the deficiency 
occasioned by the irregular and illegal selection of that tract as part of 
the State Building Lands, granted to the State by the Act of Congress 
of 23d June, 1836, for the admission of this State into the Union. 

I understand that the Secretary of the Interior concedes this claim 
for indemnity. 

Under the Act No. 88, of the last session, I have co-operated with 
the Commissioner of the State Land Office, in examining the tiUe of, 
and appraising the lands belonging to the State, in Jackson ; and the 
appraisal has been duly ffied wiUi the Commissioner. 

Under Act No. 130 of the same session,. I have examined the title of 
the lands purchased by the State for an Agricultural School Having 
found said lands unincumbered, and tlie conveyances thereof executed 
in due form, I so certified, as required by the Act. 

I have not been able to make the investigations required of me by 
Joint Resolution No. 9, of the last session, instructing me, without pro- 
viding any compensation for such extra labor, to make inquiry into the 
manner in which certain lands appropriated under acts numbered 284, 
285, 286, 287, 288, 289, 290, 291, 292, 293, 294, and 295, approved 
April 3d, 1848, have been applied. Those twelve statutes appropriatq 
63,000 acres of Internal Improvement Lands, out of Uie 500,000 acres 
granted to the State for purposes of internal improvement, by the Act 
of Congress of 4th of September, 1841, for the following objects, viz: 
Improving the road between Jackson and Lansing : — ^making a wagon^ 
road from the county of St Clair, through Lapeer, Genesee and Shiftr 
wassee, to Corunna. 

Improving roads in the county of Branch; ditto in the county of 
Hillsdale: constructing road from Livingston, St Clair county, to Rog- 
er's Mill, Lapeer county: constructing road from Albion to Eaton 
Eapids: 

Improvement of road from Mason to Dexter: to the county of Len- 
awee, for draining swamps and constructing bridges. 

For a free bridge across Clinton Biver at Pontiac: for re-building a 
drawbridge acroea the Biver Bouge, in Gieenfield, Wayne county. 
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For opening and improving a road from Metamora, to the Holland 
Colony in Tuscola coanty, and building a free bridge across the Cass 
river at Hurd's Mill; for constructing bridges in the county of Kent: 
and for incidental expenses for all these works. 

The allowance of the Board of State Auditors in December, 1854, 

of the sum of $35,603 74, to the Phoenix Bank of the City of New 

Yorkj in payment of a pretended claim of that Bank against the State, 

arising as long ago as 1838, created much'surprise; and I have felt it 

my duty to examine the matter. 

The facts of the case are briefly and simply these: 

On the 13th of March, 1838, Mr. John Norton, the cashier of the 
Ifichigan State Bank was in New Toik, and for the benefit of that 
Bank, borrowed of the Phoenix Bank, (the predecessor and assignor of 
the present Phoenix Bank,) two drafts, one on the Farmers' and Me- 
cbanfcs' Bank, Detroit, for $8,500, and the other on the Bank of the 
Biver Raisin, at Monroe, for $7,000; amounting together to the sum of 
$16,400. These drafts were delivered to Norton in a letter, or mther 
an account stated, in which they were charged to be ''on account of 
aehance made by this Bank on Michigan Bondsy deposited with Ji>hn 
IMafieldf President,^ Delafield had no authority to make such an ad- 
vance to the State. The State never requested it N<ntoii gave for 
ihem hisreceipt as Cashier. He had no authority to bind the States 
or to borrow money for it; did not in fkct attempt to do so^ and ne?er 
^Hedthe drafts <Nr eitlier<^ them, or the proceeds, to the aoeount of 
fhe State. 

Thedrafton the Farmere^ and Mechanics' Bank for $8,500^ he brought to 
Detroit, collected it adon after its date, and credited the Phoenix Bsak 
iddi the amount 

That on the Bank of the River Raisin he seems never to have pfe^ 
sented for payment; and on the 26th of March, 1840, the Pbesnix 
Bank, by a letter now in my possestton addressed to the Cashier of the 
Bank of the Bker Raisin, actually countermanded its payment Nor^ 
ton is dead, and I am unable to find the draft. 

In the summer of 1840, the Phoenix Bank, by letter, fully authorized 
a gentleman residing at Detroit to settle, aa their i^nt and attorneys 
hol&i branches of this claim. 

On (be 28d d^y of S^tember, 1840, he aooepted from the Bank of

the River Raisin certain assets and personal property, amounting to $8,^ 
510 15, in full payment of all the indebtedness of that Bank to the 
Phosnix Bankj being the fund, with interest, against^which the coun- 
termanded draft for 17,900, was drawn. 

On the 2d of October, 1840, their said attorney accepted from the 
State Bank a deed of 2397 40-100 acres of land lying in Saginaw 
county, and sundry other assets and cash, amounting in all to $9,155 5S 
in full discharge of the said draft for $8,500 and interest, and gave 
full and explicit receipts to each Bank, which receipts are in my pos- 
session. 

Thus in the months of September and Octobw, 1840, the two Banks 
actually paid and satisfied to die Phoenix Bank the amount of botb I2ie 
drafts. 

The old Phoenix Bank expired January Ist, 1854, but the present 
Phoenix Bank, organized under the general banking law of New York, 
comprises the modt of the former stockholders and officers, and has the 
poesefision, as assignee or vendee, of all the assets and books of the old 
Bank. 

And yet the new Bank had presented this daim, consisting of bolii 
said drafts, to the Board of State Auditors, in May, 1854, and uiged 
its payment by the State, while it had in its possession the property ao 
turned out in payment by the two Banks, and Aill knowledge of the 
provkms settlement. 

The Board, without consulting the Attorney Qeneral, and without 
aqr ^oompetoit testioMny," but oaHij on ex parte and extra judieleU 
affidavits, which ^en carefully scanned did not of themselves prove 
any legal liability on the part of the State, idowed the whole daim, 
oonsiitidg of both the said drafts and interest from 13th Hardb, 1838, 
and aoiouBting to $85,503 74, which amount was paid out of the 
treasury to the present Phoenix Bank, or its agents. 

In May, last, I visited New York ci(y and called upon the officers of 
the Bank for re-payment of the amount, but under various pretexts it 
was refused; and in August, last, commenced a suit against the Phoenix 
Bank, in the name of the State, in the New York Superior Court, for 
the purpose of recovering the money, on the ground that the Bank was 
fully aware, at the time of tiie presentment and aUowance of the daim, 
that it had been paid^ and that it fraudulently suppressed and conceded 
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from the Board of State Auditors the fact that it had been so paid and 
other material evidence; that the State authorities were not then aware 
of the payment, ^nd had no opportunity to avail itself of the real de- 
fence. 

After a careful investigation of this matter, I am compelled to say 
that on the part of the Phoenix Bank, the fraud is a gross one. J. L. 
Jemigan, Esq., of New York city, an able and faithful counsellor, has 
charge of the suit on the part of the State. 

I append an abstract of the reports of the several Prosecuting Attoi- 
neys, though none have been received from the Upper Peninsula. 

Their talents and assiduity in enforcing the penal code are worthy of 
great praise. 

I doubt whether in these respects they are excelled by any similar 
corps in Uie Union. No one of our sister states can boast of a more 
Tigilant and effective execution of its internal police, than our own. 
Whatever may be due to the quiet and law-abiding character of our 
pe(^le, all must admit that the high responsibility of preserving law 
and order, rests in a great degree upon the talent and fidelity of the 
local Prosecuting Attorneys. ^ 

An examination of these reports shows that the amount of criminal 
business transacted in the county of Wayne, alone, is nearly equal to 
that of all the oUier counties of the State. 

The numl^r of indictments presented in the Circuit Court for that 
ooonty during the past year was 315; the number of criminal trials, 
94; the number of persons sentenced to the State Prison, 52; aggre- 
gate term of Uieir sentences, 105 years, and the number of criminal 
oases still standing for trial, 96. 

That Uiis immense mass of criminal cases, comprising charges of 
every description of offence, and requiring on the trial of each, on the 
part of the Court, the most careful attention to the rights of the public 
as well as of the accused, is a serious obstruction to the civil business of 
the Court, and the interests of private suitors, is obvious to all. 

And that such an accumulation of public prosecutions must necessa- 
rily add greatly to the expenses of the county, arising from the confine- 
ment of prisoners awaiting trial, is equally evident. And when it is 
considered that probably three-fourths of them arise in the city of De- 
troit, the question presents itself whether something cannot be done by 
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way of legislation, to relieve the county and the Circuit Court of some 
part of this burthen. 

The Constitution, (Art 6, Sec. 1,) provides that "municipal courts of 
civil and criminal jurisdiction may be established by the Legislature, ia 
cities." The organization of such a Court in Detoit, with power to try 
all criminal ofifences arising in the city, not falling within the jurisdic- 
tion of the Mayor's Court, the Police Court, or Justices of the Peace,, 
and reserving to the Circuit Court its civil jurisdiction as at present ex- 
isting, and also its criminal jurisdiction, except to try offences oonunit- 
ted within the limits of the city; reserving to it, also^ the power to sum- 
mon a Grand Jury, to enquire for the whole county, as at present, but 
requiring it to send all indictments for offences committed in the city,. 
to the new court for trial, would in my opinion be a great public benefit| 
tending to the prevention and speedy punishment of crime, and the re- 
duction of the county expenses. Whether this be not a subject worthy 
to be called to the attention of the Legiskture, is for your Excellency 
to judge. From a careful observation of the working of the present 
system, I am fully convinced that the administration of justice requires 
some such modification. The details will of course be for the Legis- 
lature.

From the reports of the Agents, it appean that there were ontstaiid- 
ing demands against the Prison for building materials and ordinary 
supplies fumiBhed and unpaid on the 80th of November, 1853, amount- 
ing to : $2,011 99 

On the 30th of November, 1864, 2,575 62 

On the 30th of Nowmber, 1»56, 4,208 41 

These tables, it will be observed, show the amount of moneys disbursed 
or paid out during each fiscal year, and not the cost of the articles pur- 
chased during the year. Previous to the 30ih of November, 1853, all 
the provisions were furnished by contract at a stipulated price per ration, 
and the bills were paid monthly. Since that time the beef hae been 
furnished daily upon contract for a year, at a stipulated price per pound ; 
all other provisions have been purchased by the agent in open market. 
The bills are usually paid monthly for provisions as well as for other 
supplies, and the supplies of one month are generally paid and come 
into the account of the next month ; but many small bills are not paid 
antil several months after they are contracted. Hence^the debts of the 
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Prison TisnaUy raiige from two to four thousand doilars — about (but 
amount being paid daeh year of the debts of the next preyious yearyaad 
a similar amount left unpaid, so that the acoounts of disbunements dur- 
ing the several fiscal years approximate reiy nearly to the amount cf 
supplies furnished for those years respectively. The acoounts for provi- 
sions are paid monthly with great regularity, and hence the amount of dis- 
bursements for providons during eadi year, will vary very sb*|^tly in- 
deed from the accounts c^the amount supplied during the same period.' 
As to other articles, the approximation to accuracy is not so near^ 
I^or instance, at the end of some years, there may be quite a huge 
qwmlity of wood, oil and candles, dodi, hoqutal stores^ Ac, on haad; 
and but very trifling quantitieB <m hand at the dose of other flwal 
yean — ^whereby the accounts would show for the former yean, hrger 
expenditures than were actually incurred for articles consumed, and for 
the latter yean smaller expenditures than would have been neosMaqr 
to pay for artides (actually consumed. TaUe number III, indicates thai, 
a p(xrtion of the disbursem^ts made in the year 1647 is Mrly duuge- 
able to the previous year, and a portion of them to the subsequent year^ 
and such is the case with the disbursements of the year 1849. 

It appean from the report of the present Agent of the Pruon, made 
to the Legislature in January last, that when he took charge of the. 
Prison he found many of the convictB in a ragged and filthy condition,, 
without sufficient dothing or doth to make ck>thing of; that the cells, 
were in a dilapidated and filthy condition, the bedding nearly worn outi, 
and much of it entirely worthless; and the Agent now says that thai*, 
was neither dothing nor bedding 8uffid€|,nt to make the convicts com- 
fortaNe, that they were actually suffering, and it became necessary tot 
him to make large purchases immediatdy to supply the deficiencies. 

ICany items of expenditure have been necessarily incurred during the 
past year of an extraordinary character, which will sddom occur ; among 
which may be reckoned the following, to wit : 
The small pox broke out in the Prison during the last win- 
ter, and it became necessary to build and fit up a pest 
house, outside of the Prison walls, to which the patient 
was removed. The cost of which, induding the expenses 
of taking care of the patient, amounted to $275 00 
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In April last a female was commiUdd to Prison who wb& 
found to be enceinte^ and was confined a few months af- 
terwards at an extra expense to the State, which was paid 

by the Agentj of 50 00 

• Daring the time ihat ihe Boilding Commissioner was put- 
ting a new roof upon the old Prison, hj reason of the ex- 
- pooed condition of the Prison, four convicts escaped; two 
of whom were retaken,and twoof them are still at huge. 
The expenses incurred in advertising and pursuing these 
fiigitiyes amount toabout 200 00 

Hmn items of expenditure, of about |585 00 

aro included in ihe class of nuscellaneoas expenses. 

On lookiog into the inventory of personal property in the Pris(xi and 
* Prison yard belonging to the State on the 80th of November, 1855, and 
comparing it with the amount on hand, November 80th, 1864, a very 
hige increase will ^pear, which will show the improved condition of 
the Prison, and the cause of many laTge items of expenditure going to 
awell the expenses of the past year. Among which the following may 
be noted: 

1050 yards of striped doth in the tailor's shop, which cost 
55 cts. per yard. Amount reported the year before but 
181 yards. Excess on the 3Dth of November lasf^ 879 

yards; which cost over $480 00 

" 950 cords of wood, worth over 800 00 

No wood was reported as on hand at the end of the fiscal 
year 1854. 

Bxcess of medicine reported over the previous year, 100 00 

New bedtioks, bedding, bedsteads, and .blankets in the old 

Prison estimated as having cost over 1,000 00 

New furniture for the female Prison, about 120 00 

12,500 00 

We believe the Prison to be well furnished at present, and the con- 
ficts well clothed. The general health and appearance of the convicts 
aie very good, and the discipline appears to be very much improved. 

Messrs. Pinney,. Gonnalle & Co^ previous contractors, were, in the 
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year 1848, desirous of having mo^e shop room, and the Agent then in 
office gave them perminion to build a shop, which they did at an ex- 
pense of $554. Not hAving been paid, they pressed their daim for 
payment, claiming also over oz years' interest on the amount On the 
14th of December, 1854, and just before the old Board of Inspectors 
went out of office, they passed a resolution authorizing the Agent of 
the Prison to pay them 1564, provided they would accept the same in 
full payment and satisfiwtfen of their claim, and relinquish the interest 
They have reftised to do so» but have kept the sum of 1654 due from 
them for the month of December, 1854, for convict labor, and refuse to 
pay it over, and have thus compelled the Agent to draw that sum from 
the State Treasury, as heretofore stated. 

Messrs. Davis, Austin & Co., contractors, also built a shop during the 
fiscal year 1864, at an expense of 1262 94, which was left unpaid, and 
has been paid within a few months, and charged in the accounts of the 
hist fiscal year. These two Uirge items of debt are not included among 
the debts reported in the annual report for 1854, as due from the Prison. 
Why were they not paid during the fiscal year 1854 ? And why was 
the Prison reduced to a condition so destitute on the 30th day of No- 
vember, 1854 ? The old Agent and Inspectors knew that they were 
about to go out of office, and the effect has been, and the intent was, 
and is obvious, to keep down as low as possible, the expenditures of 
the fiscal year ending November 30th, 1854, and throw the burthen 
upcm then* successore to draw money from the Treasury to pay these 
debts during the fiscal year 1866. Their policy in these matters, and 
in much of the management of the Prison, looks very much like ^o/i<- 
ical cra/L 

The following tables, numbered Y. and yi.,show the average weekly 
expenses of supplying each convict in the several State Prisons of New 
York with provisions, for several years past, and also the whole annual 
expense of supporting each convict And the paragraph next after 
table YL shows the total expenses of the Massachusetts State Prison 
for the year ending September 30th,, 1864, and the average amount 
for each convict On comparing them with tables L to lY. inclusive, 
il ¥rili be seen that the cost of supporting convicts in our Prison has 
been a trifle greater than in the Auburn Prison, and much less than in 
the other Prisons of New Yori^ and in the Massachusetts Prison.

The Annual Report of the Massachusetts State Prison for the fiscal 
year ending September 30th, 1864, shows the following facts : 

Average number of convicts during the year, 491 3 

Total cost of provisions, $21,802 24. 

equal to 86^ cents per week for each convict 
Total expenses, exclusive of buildings, and repairs, and inte- 
rest, amount .-* $76,725 47 

equal to $156 16 for each convict during the year. 
On looking at the tables carefully, the reader will .perceive the influ- 
ence of the higli prices of provisions in 1847 and 1^48 upon the ex- 
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peoieB of priiont. The war in Europe^ and ako th* oomidetiQii of the 
dudM of nilroada from Urn State to the aMkowd, have tended to in- 
cieaie the prioee of proyiofom and die CTpenaaa of our prison during 
tlielaBt two yean^ but mndi more during the laat year than the pre?iona 
one* The coat of wood is about twice aa gieat as it was Ave jean ainos,. . 
and twen^-five per cent graater than it was during the year 1854^ and 
it will necessarily increase in price as the country grows older. 

The prices of proviaionB have been so high during the past two yean^ 
that it was found impoariUe to let contracts for full rations at hit prises^ 
and hence the system has obtained of letting a biBef contract by the yedr^. 
and purchasing the other proviaions in suitable quantities in open niar^ 
ket^ at the current nuurket prices, when needed. The Prison was fiir- 
nished with beef daily by coniraot during the year ending November 
dOth, 1854, at four (4) cents per pound, and during the past year at 4jr 
cents per pound. After advertising for proposals to supply the Prison 
with beef during the present year, commencing on the 1st of December 
inst, the Agent received but three bids; two at five cts. per pound eachf 
and one at five and four-tenths cts. One of the bidders was finally in- 
duced to contract at four cents and seven-eighths of a cent (i^) per 
pound, on condition that fifteen hundred dollars should be advanced to 
him to enable him to purchase catUe; and that sum has been drawn 
from the State Treasury and advanced to him on competent security. 

A Matron has been employed since the 19th of February last to take 
chaige of the female prisoi^ers, at an annual salary of $800. She is 
now taking charge of tlie female prison, to which the fenuile convicto 
were removed on the 18th inst. The salary of the Matron is an addi- 
tional expense, not previously incurred, but we deem it an expense very 
necessaiy to the proper management, discipline^ and moral improve- 
ment of the female convicts. The last legmlature raised the salaries of 
the Agent, the Deputy, the Clerk, 12 Keepers, Chaplain, and Physi- 
cian, in the aggregate nineteen hundred dollars, which was rendered 
necessary by the Ugh prices tf provisions. The want of a sufficient 
number of cells to confine all the convicts, and taking the roof off the - 
Prison to put on a new one, rendered it necessary to employ an addi- 
tional keeper and additional guards. All these causes have contributed 
to swell the necessary expenses of the Prkon during the past year. 

As the convicts are rapidly inereasii^ in numbers with the increase

of our popukitioD, ha?iiig increMed fifty-eight (from 246 to 804) daring 
th* iMt ftni yew, the importaat enquiry ariflei^ How are ihey to be 
emj^oyed? Under a contract with Menn. Pinney dr Ltmson, 102 wero 
emfdeyed at the dose of the last fiical year in manufaetniing fiinniog 
toob; 78 were employed by Menn. Davis, Austin A Co., in makbg 
wagons; 28 were employed by Walter Fish in manufacturing boots and 
shoes; and 86 by the building oommissbner. 

The contiact with Messis. Pinney & Lamson is for the labor of fitnn 
80 to 100 able bodied ooiivicts for five yten at 81 cents per day, and 
will expire on the 80th day of April, in the year 1858. The contract 
wiA Messrs. Davis, Austin & Oo^ is for the labor of from 50 to 80 con- 
victs for five years at 38 cents per day, and will expire on the 30lh day 
of April, 1857 — and that vrith Mr. Fish is for the labor of 20 convicts 
for five years at 35 cents per day, and will expire on the 20th day of 
September, 1857. 

Under the direction of the Board of Inspectors, the Agent in Novem- 
ber last caused notices to be published in pursuance of the statute, invi- 
ting proposals for the labor of from 20 to 50 convicts to be employed in 
making clothing, or in making bedsteads and cabinet furniture, or such 
oUier occupation as the bidders may wish, not inconsistent with contracts 
now in force, nor with the constitution of the State. 

At the meetmg of the Board on the 1 0th inst, three propositions were 
received^ one to employ 15 to 20 aUe bodied men in making chairs, 
bedsteads and cabinet ware at thirty-three cents each per day — another 
to employ 20 to 50 able bodied men for five years in making hamen 
and saddle trees at 83^ cents per day — and a third to employ 20 to 80 
for five years at 35 cents per day. These three were all the offers nuide, 
and considering the high prices of provisions and labor, the bids appear- 
ed to the inspectors to be extremely low. But on stating to the bidders 
our vkws that the bids were very low, we were met with the constitu- 
tional restriction in relation to teaching convicts mechanical trades, and 
were inquired of, if we would guaranty to* contractor the right to em- 
ploy a corps of convicts in manu&cturing cabinet ware. All we could 
reply was that we had no power to insert any such guaranty in a con- 
tract; that eveiy contracts must take notice of the constitution, and run 
his own risk ss to the construction which msy be put upon it 

The constitutional restriction opemtea as n serious embarrassment to 
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letting contracts for the labor of convicts. A contract to employ a laige 
number of men requires an outlay of many thousand dollan oapita], and 
if a contractor should be restrained by a writ of injuniotion from in- 
structing the convicts employed by him, in such manner as to make 
their labor e£Scient and profitable, the loss would be very great| and 
the consequences might be ruinous to him. 

The constitution provides that " No mechanical trade shall hereafter 
be taught to convicts in the State Pri^n of this State, except the man- 
u&ctnre of those articles of which the chief supply for home consump- 
tion is imported from other States or countries." 

The Revised Statutes of 1846 contain a similar provision, which was 
repealed by the Legislature on the 2d day of April, 1848. 

What construction will be put upon that restricting article in the con- 
stitution remains to be determined by the Supreme Court It does 
not in terms prohibit the numufacture of any article whatever in the 
Prison, but it is impossible for any man to work advantageously at any 
mechanical business without skill and mechanical knowledge, and it is 
impossible to acquire the requi&ite knowledge and skill without instruc- 
tion ; without being taught^ within the import and words of the consti- 
tution. Hence persons who might otherwise take contracts at fair 
prices, are afraid of the restriction, and understand it as substantially 
prohibiting the employment of convicts at certain mechanical employ- 
ments, unless they have been previously taught the business. 

The constitutional provision operates as a restriction on production, 
on industry in the Prison, and not as a restriction on trade. Its ab- 
surdity is the more apparent when we refer to the constitution of the 
United States, which vests in Congress the exclusive power of regula- 
ting commerce between the States; under which, absolute free trade 
eziirtB between the citisens of the several States, which is beyond the 
control of the State governments. The consequences are that while 
the provision in question will substantially prohibit the manufacture of 
many things in our State Prison, which might otherwise be advan- 
tageousijimade there, the same articles may be made in the prisons of 
other States, and imported and sold without restriction in this State. 
The restriction operates to restrain domestic industry, and as a premium 
on the industry of other States. It operates also to lessen the value <^ 
convict labor, and to increase taxation, and the burthens of thetax-payen 
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to mpport the priioiL Aa meohaiiical and manufiusturing b oBinc i ib 
ufUiy jnowaiinft and beconang moie divenifiedin this State, the day 
kioiftrdiitaiit whentheooiMtitatfaiiial restrietioii will apply to neariy 
mmry tnaehanwaal ttade which oan be profitably oarried on in the pammt 
ndthnaitrike at the foundation of priion indnatiy, and render it nee- 
enaiy to keep the greateat part of the eonvidB in idlene— , and anppoft 
them oat of the State Tnaiuiy. 

IdlaniM and the want of auflbsient akill and knowledge of some kind 
cf indoitry or bnsjness to obtain a anpport, is one of the most finitful 
aooroeB of crime, and henoe the modem policy of managing conriflfeB 
with a view to reform,is to teach them industiy and some nseAil me- 
chanical emjdoyment, which they may poisae as a means of support 
after their diKhaige fiom prison. This great and noble object is par- 
tially defeated by the restriction in question. We have deemed it oar 
duty to present to the notice of the government and the people the 
difflcaltiles and embarrassments which have arisen and are likely to in- 
onase under the restriction in question, to the end that the propriety of 
amending the same may be taken into consideration. 

In most Prisons sufficient attention has not been given to ventilation 
to promote the health of prisonen. Ventilation serves not only to pu- 
rify the air, bat to dry the walls and cells, and to remove as well as pre- 
vent the accumulation of dampness. There is a peculiar odor or smdl 
in most prisons and jails, and also a great amount of dampness the great- 
er part of the year, which produces jail fever and other diseases. This 
is mostly owing to a want of sufficient ventilation and cleanliness. A 
good housewife airs her rooms^ and particularly the lodging rooms dai- 
ly, by opening the windows, and letting in fresh pure air from without. 
Am the number of persons confined in a given space in prisons is gene- 
lally much greater, from two to ten times as great as in dwellings, the 
necessity of daily ventilation, and of more ventilation, is increased in a 
GCMrresponding degree. 

The prsMut Agent and cbcers of this Prison have given mach atten- 
tion to deanliness^ and have made commendable eflforts to dean the cells, 
htShf wallfl^ and all the interior of the Prison, and to keep them dean. 
Under the direetioii of aresdnfion of the Board of Inspeotom, the Agent 
has fitted up eadi of the 44 laige^windows m the main prison with pul« 
ky% ooids and weigfativ lo as to let the saah down from the iop^ with a 
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Tkw to TentihtioD. They haTe been let dpws, and parob fr^ili m ad- 
miHad dafl J lor aevaial waeks paiV— it has had a veiy pemptibio in- 
flneiioe upon tha smell of the air in the hall, and hai removed neailj all 
jljbe odor peealiar to prisons. 

Wiihiitg wi bstUiif are nearly as necesssiy to health as ventiMion. 
A laige proportion of the oonvictB are emi^oyed around fbige-flreBy 
hammering and woiliing iron— and nearly all of them are exposed to 
so nrach dirt and dnst» as to render it very important that their whole 
hodies should be bathedf or wished^at least onoe a vreek. ThisiBindiq)en- 
saUe to health and opoi&rt in the sommer season, to those working iion. 
& is JmpoBsibla to keep their oells, beds and bedding deen, and free 
fbm smell, unless their bodies are frequently waihed. The supply of 
water, however, ii^ and ever has been, entirely insuflkiont lor bathing 
frequently so msny conviots. It is not sufficient tat prison purposes in 
case of a fire. TbB whole supply is brought in a lead pipe of an inch 
diameter, ftom a spring, about half a mfle distant, as u explained in the 
report of Mr. Hammond, the Agent of the Prison, and the reservoir is 
so high above the ground that it is very liable to freeze, and is unrelia- 
)rie in the emergency of fire, in the winter season. Sudi a thing as a 
dstem, to catch water from the roof of the prison, has never been made. 
iVom a galkm and a half to two gallons^ is sufficient kr a shower bath 
far a prisoner; about three barrels wouki be sufficient to shower a 
prisontf once a week for a whole year — and a thousand banels 
would Buffiee to shower all the prisonefs weekly, fbr a year. Oistems 
tan be made for a few hundred doUars, whereby several thoussnd bar- 
ids of water can be eaugfat and saved annuaify, to bathe the priMmers, 
toekanse the halls and rooms, and to aid in extinguisUng fires incases 
of emeigenoy. 

The board of Iiupeotois have had the subject under C0BsiderBtk»* 
and conteniplate haviq; some good entems, and suitable proviskms Ibr 
bifthing and wadung the eonvicts^ made in the spring. It wonM have 
been done during (ha paitftHftf the convictiwhioh should be oupbyed 
in BUflh a wiosk had not been empk^ed by the BuildiBg OomsuNioner, 
in the enotkn of ihe new Prison. 

For more detailed aeoowls of the finances and traaaactions of the 
Prison duiag (ha past year, and the present oonditioB of ihePriMMiaad 
csKviolii rsBBNBoa may be had to die abstiaol of monthly Statemeatsi 
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and to the Beports of Uie agent, the Bnildisg Comm]iBi(mer, the Physi- 
oiaii, and the Chaplaiii, which are hereto appended, and herewith traaifr- 
mitted to yon. 

The Phyaician'B report ahows that nine oonvictB died in the Priaon 
during the past year; that mnch aiekneiB prevailed during the hitter 
part of the slimmer and fUl; that moat of the cooTiets were, at the 
doae of the year, in the enjoyment of veiy good health, and the gan-' 
end aanatoiy eondition of the oonvioti daring the year. 

The Oh^dain's report ahowi the general moral and intethctoal eondi- 
tion of the oonyicti^ and his eflEbrtB to improre them. 
• The report of the Building Gomimiisioner ahows that he has received 

from the Agent as hereUrfbro stated $ 1,000 00

He has put a new and substantial roof on the old Pris(3n— built 82 
new cells in the old Prison, comprising a fourth tier of cdk; built and 
finished a female prison 30 by 41 feet, two stories high, with 20 celk, 
with rooms for a workshop for the Matron, and other purposes, and 
built a new room or dining hall 42 by 67 feet^ two stories higL The 
second story of which is fitted up fw a chapel; it was occupied for a 
hospital through the sickly seascm during the past summer and fell 

He has also put up the outside walls of a new building, 45 by 77 
feet, and two stories high, intended as a solitary prison* The design ia 
to have an engine room at the south end, ahall about nine feet wide 
running through the building fiKun the Migine room to the north end of 
it, with .7 ceils in eaeh stovy, on each side of the HaU, making in all 28 
cells^ 7^ feet wide eadi, by nearly 15 feet in kngtL These cells are 
intended as places of constant confinement for coumti who may be put 
into them — as plaoes in whidi they mnst eat, lodge and work. The 
outside walls of this Prison are to bo two feet thibk; thatisyflntabriek 
wall 16 incbsa tfaid^ thena l^er of caat iron platea about a feuith of 
an inch thick, riveted together, and on the inside a brick wall 8 inches

thick, thus making two brick wails with an iron plate between them, to 
keep the convicts from cutting through. He has also assisted the Agent 
in building a new workshop 35 by 100 feet, two stories high. 

The Inspectors will bear testimony of the faithful manner in which the 
offioeiB of the Prison have discharged their respective duties.

Which amount was handed to Mr. Titus, building commissioner, and is 
indoded in the amount of expenditures for the past fiscal year. 

The amount of money expended the last year may seem large to 
those unacquainted with the condition of the Prison at the time I took 
possession of it 

By resolution of the Senate, adopted Januaiy 11th, 1855, 1 was di> 
''rected to report forthwith to them certain information concerning the af- 
fairs of this Institution. I accordingly made a brief report to that body» 
showmg most flagrant negllKt on the part of the late administration in 
allowing the Prison to become filthy, convicts ragged, and bedding worn 
out and worthless. 

To repair these abuses, I was obliged to expend a considerable sum 
of money in the purchase of materials for making clothing for the im- 
mediate use of convicts, and also for making a large quantity of bed- 
ding to keep them from suffering during the winter, which was unusa- 
ally cold and severe. The roof on the main Prison had become rotten 
and leaky — crevices had been left open through which wind and snow 
could freely enter, making the Prison a damp, cold place— endangering 
the health of oflScers as well as convicts. 

I found in most of the cells rough boards nailed together for bunks 
^th board bottoms, which made an uncomfortable sleeping place for 
men who had been at work hard through the day. I caused to be 
made a quantity of cross-l^ged bedsteads, covered with canvass, ma- 
king a cheap, easy bed, and not likely to become infested with venqin. 

The cells have been washed and white washed frequently during th» 
past summer, and all the crevices puttied up with lime mortar, making 
them tight against any further attempts of vermin to gain a place of 
concealment 

The number of cells then finished was only 246, while the number 
of convicts m prison was 266, or twenty more than there were celk. 
These had to be kept in the Hall m'ghts, and guarded, at considerable 
extra expense. 

The number soon increased to about 280, before any cells were 
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finished, and at the same time the Commissioner was removing the old 
roof, thus leaving the prison in a very unsafe oondition, and makiDg 
the convicts uneasy, while many of them were continually plotting and 
laying plans to escape, in which some of them were sucoeesfbL 

The female Department has been a source of great vexation daring 
the past summer. When I came here there were ten of these tmlbrtu- 
nate convicts confined in two small rooms, which were badly ventilated 
and no conveniences and no other care than what was bestowed by male 
keepers. 

At the suggestion of the Board of Inspectors, there was a matron 
employed to take charge of them at a salary of $300.00 a year. The 
rooms occupied by them were soon needed for a kitchen, and they were 
removed into another room less convenient than the former, and not as 
safe, where they still remain. But I am pleased to say that Mr. Titus, 
the Building Commissioner, has nearly completed a building expressly 
for their use, entirely isolated from the other buildings, in which there 
is displayed much taste and convenience. 

I found a great deficiency in the supply of water in the reservoir, 
which supply is obtained from a spring about one half mile east of the 
Prison, through lead pipes laid under ground, the size of which was one 
inch in diameter a part of the way, while the balance was only half an 
inch, making in efiect a half inch stream all the way from the spring. 
This has been remedied at an expense of about $300, by taking up the 
half inch pipe and laying in its place an inch pipe, so that there is now one 
inch delivery of water, and consequently gives a sufficient supply for 
prison use. 

The buildings belonging to the State outside the Prison walls had 
not been repaired for many years. The siding and roofing were much 
rotted, and needed repairing before they could be occupied. I purchased 
materials, and have partially fitted them up, although some more repairs 
are necessary to make them comfortable. 

One of the violent gales of wind prevalent last spring, blew off the 
roofing from the west wall, which was immediately replaced at con. 
siderable expense, but within a few days it was again blown off. Lum- 
ber was then purchased, and an entire new roof put on in a different 
shape from the former, anchoriag it firmly with stone, which makes it 
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entifely m^ and another oocamnoe of the kind lAed not be apprehen- 
ded. 

The following euniB have been expended for permanent improve- 
ments the past year: for making 200 cross legged bedsteads, $300. 
Laying 40 rods one indi lead pipe,^$195 03. Materials and building 
405 feet of new roof <m west wall, $125. Repairing 3 houses be- 
longing to the State, out side the wall, $200. Building one guard 
house and repairing others $50* Repairing shops $50. Purchasing 
stoves and furniture for female department, $125. 

I found on my arrival at the Prison last winter, one of the convicts 
infected with the Small Pox. He was immediately removed out side 
the Prison walls into a pest house, built for the occasion, and free men 
were hired to take care of him, until he recovered, at an expense of $275 
04, and was brought back into the Prison yard, without any further 
spread of the distemper. * 

The greatly increased number of convicts the past year has not been 
permitted to add to the revenue of the Prison, but rather an expense, 
as we have had to clothe and feed them at a large cost, while they have 
been employed on the State buildings, in conformity with an act passed 
by the Legnlature, allowing the Building Oommisdoner to use such 
ccmviot labor as the Inspectors shall direct. Accordingly, there has been 
worked on the State buildings continually since the commencement, a 
large number of ccmvicts, performing 5710 days' labor, which, rated at 
33c. per day, the average earnings of convicts employed on contracts, 
would amount to the sum of $1,884 30. 

Some usefhl and beneficial improvements have been made in the dis- 
cipline, and in the morals of the convicts, and also in the amount of la- 
bor perfiMrmed by them. 

My attenticm was called to the amount of labor exacted of the convicts 
by the late officers soon after I came here, and after a careful investiga- 
tion of the matter I became satisfied that the £scilities afforded in the 
improved manner of doing work by machinery, entitled the contractors 
to more work from the convicts, and accordingly an increase of firom one- 
fifth to one-fourth of their daily tasks has been required. 

It has been my ardent desire to deal justly by the contractors, and I 
have insisted t^at the convicts should perfortn all the labor that could 
reasonably be required of men in their situation. If I have failed in 
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thati ii hat been becaiue I did not rightl j nnderrtiiid the oapadty or 
abilitj of the convicts to perfonn their several tasks. 

As the State never designed that proper saoitorj roles and legolatioDs 
should be neglected in this Prison, I have not been legaidleas of the 
health of the convicts, so important to the interests of the Institutfeii, as 
well as to the canse of humanity. Indeed, a reform in that paiticolar 
was so obviously necessary, that it could hardly be avoided without in- 
curring the imputati(»i of neglect of duty. After the oomidetion <tf the 
new roof the prison was badly ventilated, and at your snggesti^m the 
windows were provided with apparatus to let down the upper sashes, so 
as to admit asupply of fresh air at any time. 

The walls of the cells aud also the walls of the inside of the Prison 
are whitewashed monthly and kept dean and wholeso^. 

Convicts do not usually lose all regard to cleanliness and neatness, nor 
are they so lost to sensibility as not to feel some delight and amusement 
in little ornamental decorations about their cells. This disposition has 
been encouraged in them at no expense to the State, and has had the 
effect to dispel the g^oom of their solitary houis, and to inspire in them 
a more calm and genial spirit 

If penitentiary imprisonment for a limited time is designed to reform 
the convict so that he may be restored to the bosom of society with mind 
freed from those evil propensities which had led him to conmiit crime» 
it becomes important to know what system of prison discipline is best 
calculated to answer such an end. 

Upon this subject a diversity of opinion exists — while some State 
Prisons have adopted the lash as an instrument of punishment^ others 
have rejected it altogether. In this Prison, whipping is idlowed by its 
regulations, but experience and dose observation have taught me that 
such a mode of punishment has oftener proved detrimental than useful 
in enforcing submission. 

I am satisfied, leaving out of the account the erudty of the thing, 
that other modes of punishment, such as shower bath, ball and diain, 
shackles, and the iron cap, are quite suffident for all purposes of good 
government I tl^refore respectfully suggest to the consideration of 
the Board of Inspectors, whether the use of the lash in this Prison 
should not be totally forbidden, or somewhat restricted. 

Where the lash is allowed, milder punishments are usually considered 
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by those interested in the labor of convicts as entirely insufBcient for 
proper discipline. 

Man is so constituted that in whatever situation he is placed, however 
degraded his conditicm or servile his employment, he cannot feel whoUjr 
indifferent to self pride and self respect, and the nearer approach i& 
made to the extinguishment of this feeling in him, the more useleaa he 
becomes to himself and others. The use of the lash as a punishment^ 
produces imbecility and inactivity — the temper of the man is subdued, 
but in most instances he is apt to be less useful thereafter. In all situa- 
tions in which he is placed, he must be made to feel that he is a man, 
or else he is worthless. 

The enlargements going on in building and {nroviding new accommo- 
dations for more convicts, will speedily be needed if they continue to 
increase in numbers for the year to come as they have for the past year. 
It is, however, gratifying to know Uiat the tinae will soon arrive when 
juvenile delinquents, instead of being sentenced to this Prison, will be 
provided for at the new institution now being erected at Lansing. This 
is a wise provision of the State authorities, as boys should never be per- 
mitted to live in contact with the veteran in crime. 

As we have been charged by some very disinterested persons and 
public journals with great and glaring extravagances in the expenditure 
of money the past season, I feel it my duty in justice to myself and 
those who are interested in the proper management of this Institution, 
to compare the receipts and expenditures of the ten and a half months 
of my administration with the same length of time next preceding the 
commencement of my term of office. 

The average daily number of convicts from March Ist, 1854, to Jan- 
uary 16, 1855, was 230.

This amount will be somewhat lessened after the buildings are com. 
pleted, which will reduce our expenses for building and repairs from 
three or four thousand dollars per year, to an amount of not over one 
thousand dollars, and if the labor of the convicts could be sold for a 
reasonable compensation, the Institution would soon pay its way, instead 
of being as it is now, and ever has been, a burthen to the tax payers of 
the State. 

Before closing this Report, I have thought proper to refer to the 
prompt and efficient mann^ in which the deputy, clerk, and other sub- 
ordinate officers of this Institution have discharged their various and 
arduous duties. They are entitled to my sincere thanks for the assist- 
ance they have afforded me in enforcing the discipline and rules of the 
Prison. The Phpician and Chaplain also have my thanks for the 
kmdly manner in which I have been treated by them. 

And to you, gentlemen, I tender my grateful acknowledgments for 
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the readiness with which you have ever co-operated with me, and for 
the uniform kindnees which has characterized all your official intercourse 
with the officers of this Institution.

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PHYSICIAN'S REPORT.

To the Board of Inspectors: 

GsNTLiBMEN — In dificbarglDg the duty of makmg the Annual Report 
of the sanatory condition of this Prison, I have in accordance with the 
usual custom, exhibited the business of the year, in a tabular form; ta 
which table I refer you for particulars. 

The past year has been one distinguished for an unusual amount ol 
sickness in all parts of our State, and the convicts in this Prison have 
shared largely in those diseases so prevalent in the community at large. 

During the spring and summer months, bowel complaints, intermit- 
tents and remittents, were unusually frequent, but although many of 
the cases were severe in the outset, they all yielded more or less readily 
to the usual treatment 

In August and September, diseases among the convicts assumed a^ 
more alarming character, and we had many cases of typhoid fever, as. 
you will see by reference to the annexed table. At this period we 
were subjected to great inconvenience, and the sick to great danger, 
from exposure to cold and wet^ in consequence of the decayed state of 
the roof of the Hal), and the necessary repairs which were then in 
progress. 

About this time the sick were removed to the new Chapel, which we 
continued to occupy as a Hospital for about five weeks, at the doee of 
which time most of the sick were so far recovered as to be able to return 
to the Hall and cells. 

A suitable Hospital is greatly needed. I also consider it of vital 
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importance to the health of the convicts, that all the cells be thoroughly 
Tentflated. «• 

For the suoceas which has attended mj eflforts in behalf of the sick, 
I eheerfolly acknowledge myself greatly indebted to the Agent, Deputy, 
and all the subordinate ofiScers, for their eonstant and untiring efforts to 
promote order and cleanliness in the Hall, cells, and in the persons of 
the conricts; also for their ready acquiescence and assistance, in all 
measures calculated to promote the comfort and hasten the recovery of 
'the sick. 

Nine of the convicts have died during the past year — five in the 
month of December — three of these with consumption, one of diabetes 
' and consumption, one found dead in his cell, and no cause of death 
discovered; one in September, of typhoid fever; two in October — one 
of typhoid fever, and one of illiac abscess, connected with abscess of 
the liver, and extensive disease of the other abdominal viMsera; and 
<me in November, of hydrothorax. 

I should do injustice to the Hospital Steward, if I did not in this 
place make honorable mention of the fidelity and ability he has dis< 
'played in the discharge of his duties during the sickly season through 
^hich we have just passed.

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CHAPLAIN'S KEPORT. 



To the Inspectors of the Michigan State Prison: 

Gbntlbmbn: — Having officiated as Chaplain to the Michigan State- 
Prison, since February last, it beooaieB my duty to report to you upo& 
the moral and religious condition of the convicts, together with thi»* 
condition of the Prison Library, (&c. 

I accepted the appointment in the belief of the reformability of evei^ 
the most fallen an^ debased of the sons of crime : and that with prop- 
er instruction, and right moral influences, a State Penitentiary may be* 
come what the name imports : a school of penitence and reform ; and 
my connection with tbe Prison has only served to confirm that convic- 
tion. 

The duties of the chaplaincy are comprised under three heads: 
preaching the Gospel, the supervision of the Sabbath school, and the 
oare and distribution of the books of the Prison library. 

The Sabbath school is held in the morning, and public religious wor- 
^p in the afternoon of each Sabbath. 

To the Sabbath school, such only are admitted, as are by law entitled 
to instruction in the common branches of an English education; and 
such other convicta as are qualified to give such instruction. Tbe num- 
ber attending has varied from fifty to seventy — noostly young men and 
boys, and these have made commendable proficiency in the branchea 
taught, so that there are now none in the school who are not able to 
read their bibles and the books of the library. 

Permit me here to suggest that although mental improvement voaj 
be favorable to moral reform, (and under the circumstances I have la- 
bored to give it this direction,) yet it is highly desirable that an hour 
on each of two or more days in each week should be set apart for such 
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instruction, and thus leave the whole of the Sabbath to religious im- 
provement Such, I believe, are the regulations of most of the Eastern, 
and roan J of the Western prisons, I would therefore earnestly recom- 
mend such alterations in the arrangements of this Prison, if in jour pow- 
er,*as will secure this desirable object 

The religious services of the Sabbath are attended bj all whose health 
and the rules of the Prison will allow to be present And I am happy 
to say I have seldom preached to a more attentive, or better behaved 
congregation. 

In all my ministrations, either public or private, I have given pre- 
eminence to those truths of our common Christianity especiaUy adapted 
to reform; and I have reason to believe that upon many these troths 
have had a reforming and transforming effect In addition to the labors 
of the Sabbath, I have visited the men aa often aa practicable at their 
cells, and when off duty during the week ; and by leamiog what I could 
of their history, and studying their characters, and mental stately have 
sought to adapt my instructions so as best to promote their religious 
welfare, and thus lead to their reformation. 

The singmg in our religious exercises is conducted mostly by convicts, 
and our choir will compare favorably with many who boast of better 
advantages. 

Only four of the convicts have died since my connection with the 
prison, and these I assisted to bury in the usual way. Two of these 
were (Germans who understood so little of our language, that I vras aUe 
to do but little for their spiritual benefit One was a colored oian who 
became the victim of his own vices — he died quite suddenly. Hm 
fourth was an American, who prior to his last illness gave evidence of 
true penitence, and died calmly trusting in the Savior. 

Upon the whole I am happy to bear testimony to the flMSt of a sensi- 
ble improvement in the moral and physical condition of the prisoners 
during the past year. This is traceable in a good degree, to the dose 
attention of the Agent and Deputy to the cleanliness and comfort of the 
prisoners ; and to the mild but strict enforcement of the discipline of the 
Prison. 

Oeneral order and contentment, to the full share that may be reason- 
ably expected of men in confinement, I believe, prevails among the oon- 
victs. 

When I entered upon the duties of the chaplaincy^ I found the books 
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of the Prison library in a most pitiable condition. A large portion of 
them were not only mutilated and dirty, but within, they .were defaced 
with pencil marks, obscene pictures, and pro&ne and filthy words 

The manner pursued of distributing and changing the books, put it 
beyond the power of the chaplain to trace these abuses to the real per- 
petrators. Owing to this rapid destruction of the books, the available 
portion of the Library was quite inadequate to the wants of the con- 
victs. ^ 

I immediately commenced a system of debt and credit with each 
convict in the distribution of the books, so as to make each one strictly 
responsible for any damage done. This, with a strict examination of 
each book at the time of changing, has to a very great extent staye^i 
the work of destruction. 

To enable me to accomplish this, a set of rules were drawn up, under 
the sanction of the agent, with penalties for abuse of books, and a suf- 
ficient number printed to admit of inserting a copy in each book. 

The books have been cleaned up at a heavy expense of time and 1»- 
bor on my part, and labeled and numbered anew. 

Over one hundred volumes, that were so worn as to be no longer ia 
a condition for use, have been re-bound,* and thus restored to the library. 
With this addition, and seventy-five volumes purchased soon after I 
commenced my labors here, the library now numbers four hundred and 
seventy-five volumes. In addition to this, we have one hundred and 
fifty volumes of Sabbath school books, not included in the regular cata- 
logue ; and also a number of volumes so worn and mutilated as to be of 
no practical value. 

Herewith, annexed, are three tables, showing the habits, nativities, and 
ages, of the convicts now in this Prison ; from which important moral, 
lessons may be drawn. 

In conclusion, permit me to bear testimony to the promptness with 
which the agent and other officers of the Prison have seconded all my 
efiforts for the moral improvement of the convicts, and also to the ikiifa- 
fulnesB and success of the Prison Physician, in his labors for the health, 
of those placed under his charge.

EEPOET OF BUILDING COMMISSIONEK. 



To the Inspectors of the Michigan Staie Prison: 

Gsittlbmxn: — ^The Legislature of 1855 passed an act making sm 
appropriation for repairing and finishing the State Prison, in which act 
the Gk>vemor was required to appcAnt a State Prison Building Commis- 
sioner. 

Soon after receiving that appointment, I commenced the discharge <tf 
its duties, and now ask leave to submit the following report: 

In 1853, an appropriation of $5,000 was made to build a Solitary 
Prison. The Inspectors in their report to the Legislature in 1855, re- 
commended the construction of 82 new cells in the west wing^ and that 
said wing should be newly roofed — ^that the east wing of the Prison be 
built, and 82 celb therein. Also a Solitary Prison, a Prison for female 
convicts, a building for a Mess Boom, Hospital and Ohapel, and a Sew- 
er — ^the several estimates of which amounted to $43,892 62, in addi- 
tion to the appropriation of $5,000 in 1858. In the act referred to^ 
$44,000 was granted, making an aggregate of $49,000. 

So little preparation had been made for so large an amount of build- 
ing, that some time elapsed before much could be accomplished, and 
the unusual wet weather through the spring and forepart of the sum- 
mer, occasioned still further delay. 

It is a gratification, however, to be able to report that the 82 new 
cells, being the fourth tier in the west wing, ate completed, and a laige 
number of them occupied. They are constructed of cast iron pien, 
cast iron caps, and brick partitions. 

It was thought advisable to build them in this manner rather than 
with stone piers as they were cheaper, could be sooner built and were 
preferable for their greater permanency and security. 
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The timbers of the old roof of this wiog were found to be bo decayed 
that it was necessary to take them all oSf and an entire new fire proof 
roof put on. 

The Prison for female convicts is also completed. It is constructed 
of brick, 30 by 41 feet^ and is two stories high, with an attio omftaining 
on the first floor a kitchen, wash room and water closet^ a dining hall 
and 10 cells. On the second floor, a work room, a room for tke sick, 
and 10 cells; and on the third floor a sleeping room for the Matron. 

A building for a mess room, hospital and chapel, has also been erect- 
ed; this is of brick, 42 by 67 feet, 2 stories high. 

The lower floor is arranged with tables and seats convenient for a mess 
room; the second floor is det^ed for chapel and hoqpitaL Some work 
is yet to be done on this buflding, although it is now used. 

The main sewer of cast inm pipes has been laid, and the walk of the 
Sditary Prisonare up. The plan of this Prison was not specified in the 
report of the Inspectors to the Legislature, nor were there any directiixis 
given in this regard in the act making the appropriaticm. The plan 
adopted was taken from the Solitary Prison of Western Pennsylvania, 
and it is designed to make this Prison similar to that at Pittsbnig except 
that it is smaller. A steam engine has been purchased and is to be 
I^aoed in this Prison, with steam pipes and fixtures for the purpose of 
warming the entire building by steam. This was thought to be a mat- 
ter of economy, in saving a heavy expense for fueL Hie cost <^ wood 
for the Prison in the last two years has been nearity $3^000, and the 
additicmal buildings recently made, with the entire east wing yet to be 
inchded, will still fiuther greatly add to that amount It was to save 
this expense that the engine has been purchased and preparatioiia made 
to warm the Priao|i by steam. Four hundred feet of east inm ]^pe k 
laid firom the riw for the purpose of bringing watar lor the supply of 
the engine, and for many uses about the Prison. It is designed to keep 
what men can pofitably be employed on the SoUftaij Prison through 
the winter, putting in the i^ngine, building cells, Ac 

A new work shop has been buik 35 by 100 feet, 2 stories high, of 
biick,and fire proof roof. This has been dcMie with theaanitaiioeof the 
agent in furnishing materials and labor. 

The lumber and timber have been purchased for the east wiog; a 
quantity is on hand and the balance in process of delivery by the laiboad. 
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Brick have been bought to be delivered eady in the spring. Some of 
the iron work is on hand, and men are now engaged in joiner work and 
cutting stone, and will so continue through tibe winter; and unless some- 
thing unforeseen occurs the whole amount of building required by the 
act making the appropriation will be aocomplished next season. It is 
also contemphited altei^ing, repairing and finishing the centre building. 
The original plan of the Prison has been, and still will be observed^ 
escepti^g ihe Prison for female convids, and Solitary Priscw. The 
Prison for female convicts has been constructed as above described, hav- 
ing in view, convenience, security and economy. To obtain proper in- 
formation in regard to a plan for the Solitary Prison, in company with 
the Executive the Solitary Prison of Western Pennsylvania was visit- 
ed, and by his advice the plan of that Prison adopted. 

It is believed that when completed it will answer the end for which it 
was designed, and it is hoped it w31 be satisiactory to the public. In 
addition to the free men employed, there have been worked what con- 
victs could be conveniently spared after filling the contracts. The num- 
ber of days ccmvict labor charged to the building account is 5710, 
which, estimated at dd cents per day, the average price received for con- 
vict labor on contracts, amounts to $1,884 30
